In response to the Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment mailed on July 27, 2007, 
Applicant resubmits and replaces the previously submitted Amendment of April 23, 2007, 
which has been revised and supplemented to indicate how claims 5 and 7 distinguish over the 
cited art.
